PRESENTATION OF THE SUPPLEMENTAR Y 
ESTIMATES OF EXPENDITURE FOR 1959-60. 

+The Minister for Finance and Planning > (Sri K* 
Brahmananda Reddy-: Sir, I rise to piesent the second 
batch of supplementary estimates of expenditure for the 
current year. 

The supplementary statement now presented to the 
House relates to <New Service* schemes sanctioned during 
the course of the current year. Detailed supplementary 
estimates and the explanatory memoradum — copies of 
these have been placed on the Table of the House. 

(Some members stcod up in their seats). 

Mr. Speaker : They cannot be given in advance. 

Sri K. Brahmananda Reddy : 'New Service' means 
service which is not contemplated in the budget for the 
year, and for which & supplementary demand for expendi- 
ture should be presented to the Legislature* These supple- 
mentary estimates fall under 16 different categories of 
which 12 relate to Revenue Account and 3 to Capital 
Account and 1 to Debt and Deposit account. The total of 
the items pertaining to Revenue Account comes to 8.84 
lakhs, while that relating to Capital Account comes to 1.54 
lakhs. All the amounts included in the present supple- 
mentary estimates except under one grant fall under 'Voted" 
as stated in the Introductory Memorandum to the Supple- 
mentary Statement of Demands for Grants for further 
Expenditure. A token grant of Rs» 100/- each m respect , 
of 'New Service* schemes have been included in the Supple- 
mentary Statement, except in respect pf n$w service 
schemes for which ^dvancek have been sanctioned from the 
Contingency Fund where amounts equivalent to the 
advances sanctioned 'from if he Contingency Fund have, been 
included m the Supplementary Statement for repaymfeijts x 
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to be made to that Fund. In respect of certain schemes* 

the expenditure of which can be met on re-appropriation 

within the grant also only token sums of Rs ICO have been 

included in the supplementary statement.

Mr, Speaker: I want to know 1 whether the hon, lady 
member will divide the Muslim community into Scheduled 
Castes and Muslims* Here in the Hindu Society^ that divi- 
sion is there and* therefore., Scheduled Castes have also 
come, I do not know what the practice i& among Muslims 
but generally, I think? when a person becomes a Muslim* 
he is equal to everybody — Amir or Faku , Scheduled Castes 
or Brahmin converts. Therefore, the Muslims have to agi- 
tate and say that this is position . We also have Scheduled 
Castes ; we recognise them as Scheduled Castes , therefore, 
Government can recognise them as such," Without your 
doing it, why should the Government do it ?
